deadline less than two. 


weeks away, the Franchise 
Tax Board reported. 

“At the rate claims are 
coming in, millions of 
dollars earmarked for low 
income senior citizens and 
disabled and blind persons 
will revert to the State’s 
general fund,’’ Assistant 
Executive Officer Robert 
O’Connor said. 

The State Legislature 
appropriated $101 million 
for an estimated 600,000 
renter claimants and $39 
million for an estimated 
370,000 homeowner 
claimants. 

“To date,’’? O’Connor 
said, “the department has 
received a total of 360,000 
claims and they are 
arriving at the rate of 3,000 
to 4,000 daily. Even with a 
last-minute surge, it’s 
unlikely we will get half the 
anticipated number.” 

The assistance program 
was expanded last year by 
the Legislature to include 
the disabled and blind, as 
well as persons over 62 

ears. The amount of 
ousehold income renters 
could receive and still 
qualify for assistance was 
increased to $12,000, The 
allowable amount the 
previous year was $5,000. 

The first payments were 
mailed to claimants last 

‘week by State Controller 
Kenneth Cory. Assistance 
averaged $188 for renters 
and $114 for homeowners.
